NEW REMEDY 


(Experimental Farm Notes) 

What is going to happen to the 
grain in piies and bins scattered over 
our western prairies as it waits a 
chance to move into elevator and box 
ear and on to market? Tiat.is the 
sixty-four million dollar question! 
Never before has an all-time record 
crop landed on top of a huge crop 
from the preceeding year which still 
clogged the channels of trade. It is 
no new experience for the western 
farmer to have millions of bushels of 
grain in piles and makeshift bins 
for some time following harvest. Nor- 
mally, in the past, tic percentage uf 
loss from weathering has been small, 
In the present situation, however, two 
new factors of major importance re- 
lating to potential loss are present, 
One is the much longer period of time 
during which grain will be exposed 
in an unsafe position. The other is 
the prairie-wide distribution of stored 
grain pests, notably, the rusty, grain 
beetle. 


Timely publicity has been given to/4, jut on a show 


these beetles, tiie damage they do, 
and the relative ease with which they 
can be controlled temporarily, Dy; 
moving and cooling infested grain un-; 
der well-below-freezing conditions, Ef-' 
fectiveness of this contro] results 
from inactivation of the beetles by 
cold but it continues only so long 
as the grain mass remains cold, For- 
tunately, grain is a good self-insyla- 
tor Once well chilled a mass of grain 
will stay cold for a long time and 
keep the insects dormant. - However, | 
when warm weather returns grain 
beetles will resume activity as the 
outer layers of grain warm up. 
Under ti:ese circumstances, where 
infested grain must be held, it may 
be advisable to treat it with a chemi- 
cal protectant, Extensive tests with 
pyrenone wheat protectant have re- 
sulted in its being okayed for this 
purpose by both the United States 
Food and Lrug inspection service and 
the Canadian Board of Grain Com. 
missioners, For use on wheat the 
active materials, piperonyl butoxide 
and pyrethrins, are impregnated in 
@ powder made from wheat dust. At 
thie recommended rate of ten pounds 
Pyrenone wheat protectant per hund- 
red bushels the cost is three cents 
per bushel.’ Chemica] pyrenone fs 
available in emulsifiable or oil-based 
type spray for treating the inside 
of grain storage space. It {is also 
availalbe on a mineral dust base for 
useon coarse grains where traces of 
added mineral are nat objectonable, 
Pyrenone wheat protectcant may be 
easily mixed with grain as it is moved 
through an auger. It is not toxic to 
man or livestock, and does not affect 
germination. It may be applied and 
handled with out use of masks or 
other safety precautions. Treated 
grains have been fed on farms for 
over three years without il] effects, 
Treated grain may. also be milled us- 
ing normal methods without contam- 
inating the end product. a:@

Plant Scientists Working To 


Develop Rust-Resistant Grain 


WINNIPEG.—A few potted plants at the University of Mani- 
toba some day may be worth millions of dollars to North Ameri- 
can grain growers and may sidestep a serious threat to the Prairie 


economy. 


Plant scientists, in three separate laboratorids, are 


working to develop new grains capable of resisting rust, a malig- 
nant fungus menacing. Rust is borne in spore form by strong air 


currents from breeding grounds 


in Mexico and Texas.

Canadian world markets, Like some 
diseases and insects, it has the ability 
to gain strength and break down 
previously resistant grains, ,The lat- 
est scourge is Race 15B which first 
appeared in the early 1940s. No li- 
censed grain is able to withstand it. 

Plant scientists here believe they 


have found a double answer to 15B/ 


—a new wheat variety known as 
“CT 186” and a new malting barley 
called: ‘UM 1020”. 

The wheat, produced by the federal 
laboratory of cereal breeding, is not 
expected to be licensed until next 
year, The barley, expected to be 
licensed soon, was developed by the 
university's plant science department. 
Both research centres work closely 
with the federal laboratory of plant 
pathology on the campus, 

Great patience and ‘time are requir- 
ed to produce a new grain. Countless 
crossings and 12 years went into 
“(JM 1020”, Many months must pass 
before seed can be produced. 

The rust battle starts when breed- 
ers select various traits necessary in 
@ new grain. Scientists know where 
they can get these desired factors, 
sometimes in a hardy grass, and the 
problem becomes one of crossing 
plants and waiting for results. 

Some grains afte planted in experi- 
mental plots at any of the 18 testing 
stations in Western Canada. In win- 
ter they are grown in greenhouse 
pots.

A new wheat, besides being able to

Wheat also must be able to resist 
the sawfly, an insect which lays its 
eggs in wheat stems. The larvae 
gnaw through the stem and then-cut 
off the top by boring a ring. 

A good barley needs similar quali- 
ties but partly in reverse, Wheat. 
|must be high in protein, something 
undesirable in malting barley. Both 
| grains are ready prey for loose smut 
| which turns kernels into fine brown 
powder, 

“CT 186” was developed from what 
was known as “RL 2265’, This va~ 
riety was the result of a cross be- 
tween a strange new wheat discover- 
ed in a southwestern Manitoba field, 
Named McMurchy after its finder, it 
was bred with Exchange, highly re- 
sistant to rust, ; 

The result was satisfactory until 
“Race 15B” rust appeared. The new 
wheat, “CT 186” is “RL 2265” cross- 
ed again with McMurchy and three 
times with Redman, an excellent mill- 
ing and baking grade. 

While new grains are being pro- 
duced, others are in the breeding pro- 
cess. Researchers hope these will 
prove more rust resistant and look 
to the time when the blight will be 
eliminated, 

Rust, even in a good year, costs 
the Canadian farmer millions. It was 
negligible last season but in 1951 
cost an estimated 8,000,000 to 10,000,- 
000 bushels of wheat alone,

Appeal For Ald 
Flood Victims — 


Hon, E .C, Manning, Premier of 
Alberta, has called upon all Alberta 
citizens to contribute to the European 
Flood Relief Fund, 

Mr. Manning, in announcing the 
Alberta Government’s support of the 
fimd, said that money is needed ur- 
gently to relieve the distress of 
thousands of people made homeless by 
te storms and flonds which struck 
Iingland, The Netherlands-and other 
European conutries early in Februe 
ary. 

“The people of Alberta gave un« 
selfighly to the Winnipeg Flood Re- 
lief Fund in 1950 but the present 
need is greater,” the premier said. 
“The damage distress and grief 
cnused by the European floods are 
overwhelming and require a consid- 
crably greater effort than that made 
to help the people of Winnipeg.” 

He said t''e urgent need for flood 
relief funds made jt impractical to 
set up a national organization to can- 
vasa for funds. Contributions for 
flood relief could be made to all 
branches of chartered banks in Alber- 
ta as well as post offices. Similiar 
arrangements have been made for ex- 
press money orders, Receipts which 
will be valid for income tax deduce 
tions will be issued, 

Premier Manning requested : the 
mayors and reeves of all Alberta mun- 
icipalities to’ announce the existence 
of the Flood Relief Fund and urge 
the public’s support. He emphasized 
that the appeal for funds is not a Red 
Cross appeal but the Canadian Red 
Cross will be the administrative arm 
of the committee for the distribution 
of assistance through its Internationa} 
Red Cross Channels,
